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A NOVEL OF WISCONSIN LIFE 


JERRY ON THE JOB—Yes, Let 'Em Take It Home

NOVEL in which people and places we actually know appear 
in disguise makes a special appeal to all of us. Such is a 


recent book by M. H. Hedges of Beloit called "Iron City.'\ Wis- 
consin readers should have no difficulty in identifying Iron City 
as a college town not far from Madison and Crandon Hill College 
as a welf-known small college'of the state. They might even 
venture a guess as to the identity of Senator Matt Tylen R. Sill 
& Son, Crandon Hill Iron Works, and others. 
Some readers 


woiUd probably recognize such excellently drawn characters as 
Dean Georiga Sommers. And no one need be misled as to Pike 
Lake, Lake Keewasee, or "the city by the side of the lake, where 
rose the capitol like a marble lily." 


The novel, however, has a national rather than a merely lo- 


cal significance. It deals with one of the foremost problems of 
the day—the function of the college in our. common life—and 
deals with it in an interesting and trenchant manner. With one 
oTeat instrument of public education, namely, the newspapers, 
already owned by the privileged minority, and an aggressive 
campai-m being waged to control the institutions of higher learn- 
ing as the newspapers are controlled, the general unconcern of 
the public is disconcerting. Should the campaign now on to cap- 
ture the colleges be successful, a blow would be struck at our 
democratic institutions more serious than the republic has yet 
been called upon to endure. It would mean the poisoning of our 
national life at Us source with ideas and ideals of aristocracy 
and caste. It would mean the preparation of an army of college 
men and women to be effective, even if in large part uninten- 
tional teachers of the worst form of social and political heresay. 
"Iron City" is a timely and significant book beca.use it calls our 
attention to this danger. 


But no lover of fiction need be kept from the book because it 


is written about a social problem. Mr. Hedges has written a 
good story. Margaret Morton is a girl of real flesh and blood. 
The story of her unfortunate "wedding" with Raymond SHI is 
done with a rare combination of delicacy and sense of reality. 
John Cosmus, the hero of the book, R. Sill, the captain of indus- 
try, Walt Kuhns, the idealistic labor leader, Sarah Blackstone, 
who resigns from the faculty before she is dismissed, all these, 
as well as the Characters which do not occupy so prominent a 
place in the book, are living personalities. 
In their action and 


reaction upon one another they tangle up a pretty plot and make 
a' readable tale. 
• 


Thus the story may he recommended even to those who are 


not disturbed by the fact that prominent professors in our state 
university openly avow their lack of faith in democracy, or by 
the fact that the small colleges of Wisconsin are at this moment 
anding new life in an alliance with big business. Those, on the 
rther hand, who fear for the future of the colleges may find it 
the book of the hour. 


Liberals should get in touch with M. H. Hedges at Beloit, 


Wis., and read this book.
